And thirdly , that we lyue not in the daies 

of one famous learned $0CRATES onelye, 

who, being PLATOES, XENOPHONS , and 

XENOCKATES mayſter, was pronounced by 

apollo to bee the wiſeſt man then lyuing. 

But in an age wherein are mo than one ſuch 

SOCRATES, many ſage and graue heades, di- 

uers fine wits, and much towardly youth, the 

Sciences liberall exactly knowne, and truely 
profeſſed, the learned tongues vnderſtoode, 
and diligently ſtudied, and finally manuell 
artes ſoſkilfully handeled, that none other 
forrein nation can iuſtly bragge of any good 
knowledge, whereof England is ignoraunt. 


In conſideration wherof, haue not we a more 


great cauſe to bee thankefull, than euer had 
PLATO, or any other Eathnick Philoſopher 4 

I therfore, waying with my ſelfe this per- 
fection and abſolute Laowledgeiwhich now 
as well in learning, as in all other faculties, 
dwelleth amonglt vs, well nere euery where, 
and org to minde alſo, my lack of litera- 
ture, and judgement: was long time driuen 
back, and greatly diſcouraged, in ſo much 


that I doubted, to attempt the committing 
of any thing vnto the open vewe of the eyes 


of che worlde, knowing that ſometimes the 


| 
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enditer is manifeſtly accuſed, by the folly of 
his one pen, as was CHERILVS , in whoſe 
large volume were bur ſeauen verſes allo- 
wed. And that no worke, can be ſo eloquent- 
lye atchieued, but ſome ARISTAKch&s, or 
other, will improue the ſame, eyther for the 
ſlenderneſſe ofthe argument, improperneſſe 
of phraſe, or falſe here, 


Notwithſtanding, conſidering in the o- 


ther ſide, that although my talent be one of 
the leaſt, yet it is not ſo little, but if it bee 
hidden in a clowte, and not diſpoſed and im- 
ployed vnto the aduantage, that is to ſay, to 
the glorie of the giuer thereof, it is accomp- 
table at my laſt reckening, I thought it bet- 
ter to obiect my ſelfe vnto the hazarde and 
perill of malignant oM s blaſtes, than! 
would be adiudęed and imputed to be, as the 
Poet ſayth: Telluris inutile pondus, an vn- 
profitable lumpe of clay. Bicauſe that wee 
are not ordeyned here to liue onely for our 
ſelues and our one priuate commoditie: 
but to profite, yea, if poſsible were, all men. 
Wherevpon moued, I getting by chaunce 
this booke, entituled in latin. Medicina 
amimæ, phiſick for the ſoule, haue tranſlated 
the ſame, into our vulgar ſpeach, the con- 
| tents 
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tents whercof nearely toucheth all that are 


godly affected, except there be 22 as 
wilfully contemne, and neglect the ſafegarde 
of their owe ſoules, being vnmindefull, or 
at the leaſtwiſe altogithers ignoraunt , that 
the ſubſtaunce thereof, after it is once brea- 
thed into vs, can neuer die, but is permanent, 
endleſle; and durable for euer. That the vn- 
latined alſo mought thereof ſucke out by the 
mouth of fayth, ſome comfortable iuyce of 
heauenly phifick, which ſpiritually may cure 
the manifolde infections and hidden diſeaſes 
of the in warde man, without the ſaluation 
whereof, what thing bearing life is ſo infor- 
tunate, what ſo wretched, hat ſo miſera- 
ble as we are, ſeing that our whole courſe in 
this ſoile of ſorow, is meere vanitie, and our 
lyfe but a vapour, as wytneſſeth ſaint James: 
For when beaſt, birde, worme, or any other 
lyuing thing dyeth, it retourneth vnto his 
8 duſt, vtterly periſheth, and becom- 
meth as though it had neuer beene at all. But 
when man onely, hath made exchaunge with 
death, who cruelly taketh lyfe from all, and 
neuer repayeth it agayne , then ſhall he ey- 
ther begin to line for euer, or euer be dying 
and neuer deade.
